The fury of 
the infiltrators was specially directed against one platoon. 
The men of the platoon fought back vigorously but when 
the ammuni’ion began to run short, it was decided to with- 
draw the platoon to an alternate position hear the Com- 
pany’s headquarters. Constable Atma Singh, Constable 
Sukh Ram Constable Jawand Singh and Constable Mohin- 
der Singh volunteered to hold back the enemv till their 
comrades took position at the alternate site. They fought 
bravely and laid their lives after inflicting heavy casualties 
on the enemy.

No, RM-2(23)/67. — The ques ion of quality control of 
coal received at the steel plants and at the coal washeries 
from vauous collieries has been engaging the attention of the 
Government of India for some time past. The steel plants 
have been receiving infcuor quality of coal from Collieries 
as compared to declared gtades ou the basts of which pay- 
ments had to be made. A scheme of Joint Sampling was 
introduced m August 1964 on the basts of voluntary agree- 
ment between the suppliers and the consumeis but it tailed 
because most of (he Collieries which joined this voluntary 
scheme ol Joint Sampling withdiew after the expiry of the 
initial periods ot agreement. 

2 In June 1966 a Joint Group consisting of the represen- 
tatives of Hindustan Steel Limited and the Coal Trade was 
entrusted with the task of arranging experiments to bo con- 
ducted on sampling of coal in order to evolve a practical and 
rational approach to this problem of Joint Sampling. This 
Group was expected to submit an interim Report within a 
month but nothing concrete emerged 

3 As a result of discussion held with the representatives 
of Coking Coal Industry on September 15, 1967 it was noted 
that there was no difference ot opinion with regard to tho 
necessity for Joint Sampling and the difference related mainly 
to the point at which this Joint Sampling should be done. 
Tho Government of India have decided to set up a Com- 
mittee consisting of the representatives of producers of 
coking eoirrand integrated steel plants to evolve a satisfactory 
system of Joint Sampling including the point or points at 
which it should be done

This Independent Agency would 
carry out sampling and analysts simultaneously at 
selected loading points, say 20 to 30 and at destina- 
tions. This Agency would explain the reasons if 
sampling and analysis at two points showed varia- 
tions in quality. This would bring out the real 
difficulties involved in the implementation of Joint 
Sampling at one place or the other; and 

(iv) to evolve a mutually acceptable system of Joint 
Sampling.

Although numerous programmes of Child Wel- 
fare have been promoted bolh with the help of the State 
Governments and Voluntary Social Welfare organisations, 
much remains to be done for meeting the essential needs of 
children in the country. The problem requires an assessment 
of the needs of the child during the various stages of develop- 
ment and formulation of programmes to meet these needs 
in the context of the prevailing conditions and the ideals of 
a welfare State wedded to ensure its people social and econo- 
mic justice, and equality of status and of opportunity. 

2, The Government have decided to set up a Coip mitten, 
for tho preparation of an adequate programme fOr Child 
"Welfare tnTfreTJerrmment of Social Welfare. The function* 
oFTfie Committee shall be ; — 

(i) To determine the adequate needs of the child In- 
cluding provisions for pre-natal and post-natal care, 
measures of preventive and social medicine, nutri- 
tion, physical and emotional security, recreation, 
education and welfare services; 

(ii) to assess the requirements of funds and personnel

(iii) to suggest programmes, priorities and ways &«d 
means of promoting the same.

So. 6-/CW(6)/67. — The River* Steam Navigation Com- 

C any Limited, Calcutta, operated river transport service* 
eiwcen Calcutta and Assam till September, 1963, when 
those services were suspended following the Indo-Pakistan 
hostilities. This Company was closed on the 3rd May. 1967, 
and a Corporation fully owned by the Government of India 
had been set up in February, 1967, with headquarters at 
Calcutta. This Corporation started operating internal river 
transport services in Assam, lighterage services in Calcutta 
etc. from June, 1967, 

Representations have been received that a single organisa- 
tion, controlling it* operations from Calcutta, will not bo 
able to meet the tiansport requirements of Assam. It has 
been suggested that the Assam services of the Cential Inland 
Water I van', port Corporation should be organised into a 
separate unit, with headquarters in Assam, so that the trans- 
port needs of that State could be met adequately. It has 
accordingly been decided to appoint a Study Group to 
examine the matter.

rence to the coordinated integration of operation by 
the Railways, the Central Inland Water Transport 
Corporation and Central Road Transport Corpora- 
tion; and 

(d) study any other matter germane to the subject. 

4. The Group will submit its report within three month* 
and may visit such places as may be necessary in connection 
with its work. 

5. Government of India hope that the State Governments 
and orheis concerned will afford the Study Group all the 
assistance it may require and supply it with any information 
it may ask for.
